AMATEURS  REMINDED  OF  LAUGH  RULES 
FroslEARVAKf 'Bulletin . 

By  Ho  Har,  BY1LAF ,  Chief  9p,  BMMf

Section  97.45A  of  the  Radio  Bureau  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  stipulates  it  quite  clearly:  “No  operator  in  the 
Amateur  Service  shall  laugh  or  cause  to  be  laughed  in 
any  natural  or  normal  way  during  any  transmission  or 
sequence  of  transmissions,  except  in  the  following 
manner:  By  using  the  sign  “HI"  on  continuous  wave 

telegraphy,  or  the  word  “HI"  pronounced  as  "Hl“  in  the 
modes  A3,  A3A,  or  A3J;  or  the  term  "HARDY,  HAR,  HAR," 
when  refering  to  such  radioteletype  transmissions." 
SEARVAKf  observers  have  noticed  several  occasions  where 
the  term  "HI"  has  been  used  on  radioteletype  rather 
than  "HARDY,  HAR,  HAR,"  a  clear  violation  of  the  Radio 
Bureau  Rules.  He  have  also  heard  instances  where  oper¬ 
ators,  chiefly  younger,  inexperienced  ones,  will 
actually  laugh  on  SSB  instead  of  saying  "Hi  Hi,"  or  "Hi 
Hi  Hi."  The  term  "HAR","  pronounced  "Har,“  is  permit¬ 
ted  on  simplex  FH  below  146  MHz,  but  is  strictly  pro¬ 
hibited  on  repeaters.

'This  town  is  levelled."  Words  froa  Steve  Polishinski, 
WB9YSB,  the  first  Aaateur  Radio  operator  to  arrive  in 
the  reaains  of  Barneveld,  Wisconsin,  about  3:45  a. a.  on 
Friday  aorning,  8  June  1984. 

Steve  sas  with  a  Red  Cross  Survey  Teaa  froa  the  Red 
Cross  Radi son  W!  office.  Those  words  were  the  first 
indication  the  Aaateur  Radio  coaaunity  had  of  the  aag- 
nitude  of  what  had  happened  only  a  couple  hours  before 
in  that  Iowa  county  coaaunity  of  about  500  people.  Boy, 
did  it  happen! 

The  evening  of  Thursday,  7  June,  was  Buggy., .a  typical 
late  Spring  day  in  Wisconsin.  I  was  in  Portage  for  ay 
twice-weekly  brainbusting  session  with  a  coaputer.  Ny 
teacher,  Toa  Collins  tex-NN9LlR),  asked,  'Do  you  think 
there  will  be  a  weather  net  tonight?"  There  was,  but  I 
wish  he  had  been  wrong. 

In  the  late  evening  on  Thursday,  June  7,  the  Severe 
Heather  Net  on  Baraboo  HI  28/88  was  activated  by  Rob, 
WA9ZTY.  Bane  County  Eaergency  Coordinator  Jia  Anderson, 
N9ASH,  headed  for  the  NOAft  Heather  Bureau  at  Truax 
Field  in  Madison  and  activated  the  Aaateur  station 
there,  again  on  28/88.  These  net  operations  are  routine 
operations  here,  but  the  situation  changed  froa  just 
another  severe  weather  watch  operation  to  an  eaergency 
operation  very  quickly. 

NDAA  was  requesting  infar#ation  frou  tiae  to  tiae  about 
several  different  cells  they  were  observing  on  radar, 
and  on  which  they  wanted  confiraation. 

The  first  indication  we  had  of  a  tragedy  was  when  a 
Spring  Breen  HI  police  officer  iSauk  County  HI,  just 
north  of  Iowa  County)  advised  the  Sauk  County  Sheriff's 
dispatcher  that  a  touchdown  had  occurred  in  Barneveld, 
in  Iowa  County,  and  that  police  in  Barneveld  were 
asking  for  all  possible  assistance.  I  passed  this  to 
WA92TY,  who  then  advised  Frank  Holliday,  WB9N0V.  Frank 
mediately  activated  the  Dane  County  Aaateur  Radio 
Eaergency  Service  CARES)  Net,  in  anticipation  of  a 
possible  request  for  coeeunications  fros  the  Aaerican 
Red  Cross,  whose  headquarters  are  in  Madison.  (Bane 
County  is  adjacent  to  Iowa  County  on  the  east.) 

The  anticipated  request  becaae  reality,  and,  shortly, 
several  Red  Cross  Disaster  Survey  teaas  were  en  route 
to  what  was  left  of  Barneveld.  The  first  Aeateur  to 
arrive,  with  a  Red  Cross  teas,  was  Steve  Polishinski, 
WB9YSB. 

After  about  twelve  hours  of  constant  handling  of  traf¬ 
fic  froa  Barneveld,  Net  Control  Station  W9JZ  asked 
Joe,  W9CWD,  in  the  devastated  area,  if  the  Asiateurs 
wanted  relief...  Joe  said,  "He  can  hang  in  there  for  a 
while...  the  adrenalin  is  flowing."  Hhen  the  call  case 
froa  Red  Cross  for  our  help,  HB9YSB  was  off  and  run¬ 
ning,  with  no  tiae  to  change  clothes.  He  arrived  in  the 
area  with  suaaer-type  garb. .shorts,  etc. .and  found  it 
cold  indeed,  there  in  the  early  aorning  darkness  and 
daspness.  But,  after  what  had  happened  just  a  few  hours 
before,  asinor,  indeed. 

Arriving  shortly  after  were  Joe  Isilkowski,  N9CHD,  who 


also  brought  a  generator,  and  Kevin  Kolpitcke,  WB9YHB. 
All  three  spent  about  twelve  hours  with  Red  Cross 
crews,  surveying  the  area,  and  helping  Red  Cross  sake 
initial  detemination  of  daaage  and  their  response  to 
the  disaster.  Barneveld  was  levelled,  but  severe  damage 
also  occurred  in  the  Black  Earth  area,  froa  the  saae 
tornado,  where  our  coasunications  were  also  needed  and 
used.  Aaateur  Radio  also  gave  heavy  support  to  the  Red 
Cross  shelter  in  Dodgeville,  and  the  food  preparation 
area  in  Mount  Horeb,  not  far  froa  the  resains  of 
Barneveld. 

(On  Sunday,  June  10,  Red  Cross  had  already  served  sore 
than  2700  aeals,  both  to  victiss  and  to  volunteer 
workers. ) 

The  Net  Control  Station  at  the  Red  Cross  Headquarters 
was  H9JZ,  which  is  the  call  sign  of  the  Four  Lakes 
Aaateur  Radio  Club  in  Madison,  and  it  was  Banned  at  all 
tiaes  during  Aaateur  Radio's  part  in  our  coasunications 
for  the  Red  Cross.  Soae  of  the  operators  there  were: 
Jia  Anderson,  N9A6H,  Bari  Berliot,  K9PBV,  Dave 
Birdsall,  N9BYK,  Doug  Smith,  H9HI,  Cliff  Lawson,  W92I, 
Frank  Holliday,  HB9N0V,  Joel  Kupferberg,  N9CPH,  Peter 
Byfield,  K9VAL,  Dick  Burton,  N9BAF,  Stephanie 
Fassnacht,  KA9HCJ,  and  Frank  Haring,  KF9U.  B9JZ  was 
first  activated  by  Dave  Birdsall,  N9BYK. 

Operations  were  aoved  froa  34/94  Hadison  to  28/88 
Baraboo,  and  all  operations  were  conducted  on  that 
circuit.  Both  34/94  and  28/88  are  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Central  Hisconsin  Repeater  Association,  whose  ad¬ 
dress  is  P.  0.  Box  802,  Madison  HI  53701.  The  President 
of  the  Hadison  Area  Repeater  Association,  Clyde 
Downing,  H9HSY,  generously  offered  use  of  the  MARA 
lfe/76  and  75/15  aachines  in  Madison.  KARA's  address  is 
P.0.  Box  3403,  Madison  HI  53704. 

Circuit  discipline  during  all  of  this  was  nothing  short 
of  excellent.  28/88  is  a  wide-range  ssachine,  to  say  the 
least.,  but  very  little  was  heard  on  that  repeater  at 
any  tiae  except  for  eaergency  work  between  Hadison, 
Barneveld,  Black  Earth,  Mount  Horsb  and  Dodgeville. 
Those  who  followed  the  tried  and  true  ARRL  advice  of 
maintaining  silence  in  an  eaergency  unless  called 
provided  just  a  great  a  service  as  did  those  who  were 
helping  Red  Cross!

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Russ,  NA9EK.8,  was  cancelled,  to  permit  continuing  use 
of  28/88  for  our  emergency  traffic  work. /Than:!!! 

The  CBRA  34/94  machine,  located  in  Hadison,  and  the 
repeater  initially  used  for  this  work,  worked  well,  but 
was  marginal  into  Barneveld,  so  nearly  all  work  was 
done,  on  28/88.  Thank  heaven  for  CBRA's  excellent  -  and 
extremely  dependable  machines!  CBRA  gets  a  gold  star., 
and  lots  of  gratitude  for  making  these  machines  avail¬ 
able. 

Thanx  to  Clyde,  B9HSY,  for  making  HARA's  repeaters 
available,  too...  anudder  gold  star! 

Thanx  to  all  who  refrained  from  using  the  repeaters  we 
were  using  for  all  of  this.  A  late  spring  day.,  a  wide 
range  26/88  repeater...  lots  of  transients  going  thru 
the  area...  and  virtual  complete  silence  from  everyone. 
Circuit  discipline  was  nothing  short  of  super! 
Thanks. ..thanks. .thanks!!! 

Dane  County  EC  N9ABH  had  words  of  praise,  especially  to 
those  operators  who  were  immediately  available,,  at  3 
a.m...  to  answer  Red  Cross'  call,  especially  to  N9BYK, 
BB9YHB,  BB9YSD,  B9CBD  and  others.  BYK,  YSD  and  YHB  are 
members  of  the  Badger  Amateur  Radio  Society  at  the 
University  of  Bisconsin  -  Hadison  Campus  (B9YT.) 

*The  cooperation  on  28/B8  was  excellent...  Only  a  very 
few  who  (who  weren't  aware  of  the  disaster  communica¬ 
tions  in  progress)  started  a  QSD  just  moved  off.  Be  had 
no  hassle.,  absolutely  no  hassle.'  -  N9ABR. 

A  footnote...  the  latest  death  count  from  Barneveld  now 
stands  at  10,  with  the  recent  death  of  an  infant  in  a 
Hadison  hospital. 

A  disaster  of  the  worst  possible  kind.,  and  it  brought 
out  the  very  best  in  volunteer  help.,  and  the  finest 
Amateur  Radio  communications  work  this  editor  has  ever 
heard. 

Be  may  have  more  info  next  issue. 

And  finally. ..these  words,  at  about  3  p.s.  on  D-Day 
(Disaster  Day  -  Friday,  June  8)  from  a  conversation 
between  two  American  Red  Cross  officials,  between 
Hadison  Red  Cross  and  the  disaster  site  in  Barneveld, 
talking  briefly  about  Amateur  Radio  Operators  and  their 
facilities: 

“This  has  been  a  OGdsend...  Without  these  guys, 
we'd  have  been  in  bad  shape."

to  exchange  aessages  on  behalf  of  persons  other  than 
the  fiaateurs  involved.  While  the  text  has  not  yet 
reached  HO.,  the  agreeaent  is  believed  to  contain  he 
usual  restrictions  against  business  traffic  and  against 
aessages  sufficiently  important  to  justify  using  the 
common  carrier  networks.  The  agreeaent  becoaes  effec¬ 
tive  June  22.  AR 
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From  TOE  fiRRL  LETTER 

ARRL  expects  the  FCC  to  adopt  Volunteer  Examination 
Cost  Recoupaent  rules  in  aid* July,  fts  soon  as  such 
rules  are  adopted,  fiRRL  President  Price  and  General 
Manager  Sumner  will  sign  an  agreeaent  with  FCC  for 
fiRRL  to  becoae  a  Volunteer  Examination  Coordinator 
(VEC)  in  all  13  districts.  If  there  are  no  significant 
delays,  fiRRL  will  be  coordinating  exams  beginning  on 
Labor-Bay  weekend  (September  1). 

Initially,  ARRL  will  coordinate  exams  for  ha'afests  and 
coventions  only  and  begin  handling  all  other  sessions 
60  days  later  (November  1).  This  will  permit  fiRRL  exaa 
sessions  to  meet  the  pent-up  demand  effectively  while 
allowing  tiae  for  dealing  with  unforeseen  problems. 

ARRL  is  in  the  midst  of  preparing  a  training  manual, 
which  will  be  ftRRL's  means  of  training  a  large  number 
of  Volunteer  Examiners  (VEs)  in  procedures  and  require¬ 
ments  for  serving  as  VEs.  Included  in  the  package  will 
be  an  open  book  test,  which  must  be  passed.  Only  after 
successfully  completing  the  test  and  submitting  all 
paper  work  will  a  Potential  Volunteer  Examiner  (PVE!  be 
accredited  as  a  VE.  The  manual  will  be  distributed  to 
registered  PVEs  in  early  July;  thus,  the  first  com¬ 
pleted  tests  would  reach  fiRRL  Hq.  about  the  time  that 
the  FCC  is  expected  to  adopt  the  recoupment  rules  and 
the  ARRL-FCC  VEC  agreement  is  signed. 

fiRRL  is  continuing  to  register  PVEs  daily.  Over  6000 
have  registered  so  far.  If  you  are  interested  in 
participating  in  this  exciting  new  phase  of  self-regu¬ 
lation  in  Amateur  Radio,  contact  the  Club  and. Training 
Department  at  fiRRL  Hq.  --  they 'll  welcome  your  help. 


The  fiRRL  Executive  Committee  meeting  in  Aurora, 
Colorado  on  Hay  25,  reviewed  information  gathered  on 
simplex  autopatches  (1984  Board  Meeting  Minute  73). 
After  discussing  many  aspects  of  the  situation,  the 
Committee  instructed  the  General  Manager,  beginning 
with  the  August  1984  issue,  to  require  the  inclusion  of 
the  following  disclaimer  in  8ST  Advertising  which  dis¬ 
cusses  the  features  of  simplex  autopatch  devices:  "Use 
of  this  device  with  a  transceiver  operating  in  the  2- 
meter  band,  or  on  any  other  frequency  below  220.5  MHz, 
is  not  premitted  unless  a  separate  control  link  is 
provided." 


fiRRL  Bulletin  nr  47  from  fiRRL  Headquarters 
Newington  CT.,  June  15,  1984 
To  all  Radio  fiaateurs 

The  FCC  has  denied  the  ARRL  Petition  for  Rulemaking  RH 
4040.  The  League  had  requested  the  Cable  TV  operations 
be  prohibited  on  Amateur  frequencies,  but  the  FCC  felt 
that  this  ws  too  drastic  an  action.  However,  it  is  not 
a  total  loss  for  Amateur  Radio.  In  denying  the 
League's  request,  the  FCC  used  strong  language  to  re¬ 
mind  the  Cable  TV  coopaies  of  their  responsibilities 
not  to  leak  excessively  and  to  eliminate  harmful  inter¬ 
ference  even  if  the  leakage  is  within  FCC  limits. 
Details  will  appear  in  the  ARRL  letter  and  SST.

The  first  cross-country  HT  SSO  occurred  at  1458  UTC  May 
28  when  Amateurs  in  Nest  Virginia  and  California  made 
contact.  Karen  Henderson,  KB6DD0,  in  Los  Angeles  and 
Jay  Paulovicks,  KDBGL,  in  Wheeling,  Nest  Virginia  used 
two-meter  hand-held  transceivers,  facilitated  by 
"gateway”  stations,  which  served  to  connect  local  ter¬ 
restrial  repeaters  to  AMS AT -OSCAR  10  satellite. 

In  Nest  Virginia,  KB8GL  used  his  two-meter  HT  to  access 
the  Triple  States  Radio  Amateur  Club  repeater,  KB8SL/R. 
Local  gateway  station  NB8ZTV  converted  the  two-meter 
signals  to  435-MHz  SSB  for  OSCAR  10's  uplink. 

Meanwhile  in  Los  Angeles,  gateway  station  N6JFD  (Hike 
Henderson)  converted  the  SSB  hack  to  two-aeter  FM  for 
the  NA60BT  repeater  to  which  K86DBQ  was  tuned.  Signals 
in  both  directions  were  excellent  according  to  all 
listeners. 
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Later,  the  M7LWE  repeater/gateway  in  Lake  Havasu  City, 
Arizona,  joined  in  the  fun*  This  made  it  the  first 
three  way  gateway  operation  and  effectively  linked 
Amateurs  in  three  states  using  OSCAR  10 's  trunking 
capabilities.  According  to  an  AHSAT  official,  “This 
historic  event  marks  the  vanguard  of  easy-access  satel¬ 
lite  communications  for  utility  use  by  minimally  eguio- 
ped  Amateurs." 

AHSfiT  suggests  that  demonstrations  of  satellite  com¬ 
munications  by  using  gateway  interconnects  aay  be  just 
the  vehicle  to  exhibit  the  new  OSCAR  10  capabilities 
while  reducing  new-user  costs.  According  to  Vern  ‘Rip* 
Riportella,  WA2L80,  of  AHSAT,  “Nothing  can  beat  the 
flexibility  of  your  own  OSCAR  station,  but  for  those 
just  starting  our,  this  seems  a  good  wav  to  taste  the 
wine  before  one  buys  the  bottle."  A  free  information 
kit  is  available  from  AHSAT  for  an  s.a.s.e.
